SupsEcT: “MANOI OF NEW GUINEA 
(A Boy and the Sea)” 


Two years on location in New Guinea were de- 
voted to the research and the filming of this 
documentary film in color dealing with a little known 
but vital section of our contemporary world. Mr. 
O’Malley concentrated his study and photography 
on the inhabitants of the island of Manus — a color- 
ful people who build and sail great sea-going canoes. 
You will meet Kumalau, truly a “noble savage”, and 
his family, particularly Manoi — the eleven year-old 
son. 


Mr. O’Malley has always been vitally interested 
in anthropology and entomology. The ecology of 
living things — plant, insect or man—is his con- 
cern. This interest has taken him to Alaska, Japan, 
Indonesia, Malaysia and to New Guinea in 1965 
where his most recent film was recorded, The film 
is not “idyllic” in the usual sense of a romantic docu- 
mentary. Mr. O’Malley is concerned with the en- 
croachment and infiltration of Western Man’s way 
of life on primitive societies.

S remnart AQUARIUM features a colorful 
new acquisition in Tank #30— dozens of Golden 
Trout — the California State fish. These highly col- 
ored, beautiful specimens are found in the high 
Sierran lakes — seldom less than 8,000 feet above 
sea level —and were a gift to the Academy from 
the California Department of Fish and Game. 

These aquatic beauties—a blaze of red, orange, 
yellow and tan with dark vertical bars — were 
brought down to the Cottonwood Lakes Station 
(near Bishop) by muleback and stored there prior 
to their transport to Golden Gate Park. 


Anp SPEAKING OF STEINHART, be sure 
to come out and enjoy the surprising “Microtheatre”’ 
which can be seen in the corridor adjacent to the 
tropical fish tanks near the coelecanth exhibit. 
Through a rear projection microscope you witness 
a study of life in a drop of highly brackish water 
where brine shrimp eggs hatch and the newly-hatched 
swim busily across the screen. A new culture is 
placed on the “microstage” every two hours. Seeing 
will be believing!

LLOYD E. ULLBERG, Staff Photographer for the 
Academy, has spent the major share of his life as a 
musician, having been an oboist with such dis- 
tinguished organizations as the Philadelphia Sym- 
phony, the Dallas Symphony, and the Ballet The- 
atre orchestras to mention three among many. 


Born in Minneapolis, his early years were spent 
in San Francisco and Turlock, California. After two 
years at Stanford he decided on a musical career, 
going to the Curtis Institute of Music in Philadelphia. 
While engaged there in music, he took up photog- 
raphy at the behest of friends in the advertising 
world. For several years he maintained a studio 
from which he supplied photographs for such pub- 
lications as Fortune, Vogue, Saturday Evening Post, 
etc. He left the field professionally to take the 
aforementioned position as first oboist in Dallas but 
continued photography as an avocation. A physically 
weak lip forced his retirement from music and he 
returned to San Francisco with his wife Marjorie, 
an artist. 

Lloyd spent the war years as a photographer with 
the U.S. Army Air Force. A period of employment 
with the music firm of Sherman Clay followed the 


California emigration. He then decided to do what 
he had long wanted to do — take a year’s “sabbati- 
cal” and devote it entirely to photography. His suc- 
cess is indicated by one-man shows at the Focus 
Gallery in San Francisco and in the Nevada City 
Gallery. His photos are included in the permanent 
collections of the Museum of Modern Art in New 
York and in the Library of Congress. An up-coming 
issue of Modern Photography will include two of 
his pictures in an article on western photographers. 

Interested in geology, he is an inveterate “rock 
hound” and has a houseful of rocks and a few 
interesting fossils. His musical activity includes a 
bit of piano playing and a good record collection — 
mostly opera and lieder.
